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WORLD COCOA BEAN PRODUCTION TO EXCEED RECORD 1979/80 HARVEST 


SUMMARY 


World cocoa bean production for the 1980/81 October-September season 
is expected to be above the record 1979/80 outturn of 1.63 million metric 
tons. Based on past performance, the chances are two out of three that 
this. second USDA estimate of 1980/81 world cocoa production will not vary 
more than 3.5 percent from the actual final outturn. 


African production is forecast to fall nearly 4 percent to 979,300 
tons as a result of less favorable growing conditions. However, South 
American output is expected to rise by almost 10 percent to 481,800 tons, 
reflecting a record Brazilian harvest. Production in Asia and Oceania 
will likely reach a record 84,500 tons, as new plantings come into bear- 
ing in Malaysia. Output in North America is placed at 91,800 tons, 
Slightly above year-earlier levels. Production data for the Ivory Coast 
and Ghana are being affected by increased movement of cocoa from Ghana 
into the Ivory Coast because of currency differentials and major trans- 
portation difficulties in Ghana. Thus, crop estimates for these two 
countries have been adjusted to reflect anticipated crop purchases. 


World cocoa bean grindings for 1981 are expected to increase to 
around 1.52 million tons from the 1980 level of 1.48 million tons. But 
they will still remain well below anticipated world production levels, 
indicating a buildup in world stocks for the fourth consecutive year. 
Consumption of cocoa continues to be adversely affected by high costs for 
Sugar and other ingredients, inflation, the economic slowdown in major 
importing countries, and the use of substitutes and extenders. 


Because of the bearish supply-demand situation, world cocoa prices 
have been steadily declining from their record high levels of 1977. New 
York cocoa bean prices (the average of the nearest 3 active futures trad- 
ing months) averaged $1.72 per pound in 1977, $1.53 in 1978, $1.44 jin 
1979, and fell sharply to $1.14 last year. January 1981 prices averaged 
92 cents and declined further in February to 88 cents per pound. Cocoa 
prices during the next several months will probably stabilize near cur- 
rent levels, because the market has largely discounted the _ present 
Supply-demand position. However, prices have recently been eding upward 
in anticipation of a change in the Ivory Coast's position toward the In- 
ternational Cocoa Agreement (ICCA). 


A new ICCA was negotiated in Geneva in November 1980, but the world's 
largest producer, the Ivory Coast, and the largest consumer, the United 
States, elected not to join. Two minor producers, Togo and Gabon, also 
decided not to be a party to the new pact. Members of the new ICCA will 
likely meet in April to vote on whether to go ahead with an agreement 
without Ivory Coast participation, although there is an_ increasing 
likelyhood that the Ivory Coast will join. The ICCA objective is to try 
and stabilize cocoa bean prices between $1.10 and $1.50 per pound through 
a buffer stock scheme. A $230 million buffer stock fund was accumulated 
under earlier agreements and will be carried over to the new ICCA to 
finance operations. 


The value of U.S. imports of cocoa beans and products during 1980 was 
$920 million, down from 1979 imports of $1,203 million and the record 
1978 level of $1,376 million. U.S. exports of these items in_ 1980 
amounted to $43.8 million, down from $49.6 million in 1979. The volume 
levels of both imports and exports were also lower in 1980. 


MAJOR PRODUCERS 


Ivory Coast production this year is anticipated to be above the re- 
cord 1979/80 outturn of 373,000 tons. New plantings coming into produc- 
tion and the young trees increased productivity have largely offset the 
effects of less favorable growing conditions. Thus, with increased move- 
ment of cocoa from Ghana into the Ivory Coast, total crop purchases are 
expected to easily reach 385,000 tons. 


Ghana's crop purchases are estimated at only 265,000 tons, reflecting 
the increased movement of cocoa into the Ivory Coast, less favorable 
weather, and reduced harvesting in some areas as farmers react to trans- 
portation problems and low producer prices. 


Nigeria's 1980/81 crop expectations remain somewhat clouded. How- 
ever, the general feeling is that production will be below the 1979/80 
outturn of 170,000 tons. Since the producer price ($1.10/1b) is higher 
than the world market level, the Government has been reluctant to make 
export sales.

Foreign Agricultural Service. Prepared or estimated on the basis of official statistics 


of foreign governments, other foreign source material, reports of Agricultural Attaches and 
Foreign Service Officers, results of office research and related information. 
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Cameroon's output is forecast to be below the bumper 1979/80 harvest 
of 122,000 tons. High losses from pod rot continue to limit expansion of 
the cocoa industry. 


Ecuador's 1980/81 cocoa production is expected to fall below the re- 
cord 1979/80 outturn of 95,000 tons, reflecting less favorable weather 
and reduced cultural practices. Because of lower world prices, growers 
are not harvesting marginal areas and production this season will likely 
range between 75,000 to 85,000 tons. The Christmas crop was well below 
expectations, but prospects for the spring main crop look favorable. The 
large harvests of the past several years were attributed to lower than 
normal rainfall, which greatly reduced losses from diseases, and to high 
world prices that encouraged farmers to harvest more thoroughly. Recent 
declining world prices, together with the high annual loss from diseases, 
do not support the expansion of Ecuador's cocoa industry. 


Preliminary data place Ecuador's 1980 cocoa bean exports at 14,104 
tons valued at $31.2 million, compared with 1979 shipments of 14,087 tons 
valued at $39.8 million. The major recipients of the 1980 exports were 
the United States with 7,246 tons, the Netherlands at 1,603, West Germany 
1,509, Belgium 1,240, and Japan with 1,135 tons. Exports of chocolate 
liquor during 1980 totaled 43,456 tons valued at $127.1 million, with 
21,166 tons going to the U.S. market. Export totals for other cocoa pro- 
ducts were: cocoa butter--6,005 tons, $32.8 million; cocoa cake--8,820 
tons, $10.3 million; cocoa powder--1,363 tons, $2.2 million; and choco- 
lates--147 tons, $0.5 million. 


Brazil is forecast to produce a record 350,000-ton cocoa bean crop 
this season. Growing conditions for the 1980/81 main crop have been 
excellent and a record outturn of 2.8 to 2.9 million bags (168,000 to 
174,000 tons) is expected. The 1980 Bahia temporao crop was officially 
announced at 2,382,926 bags (142,975 tons), and given favorable weather, 
the 1981 temporao should easily exceed this level. 


It now appears doubtful the Government's production goal of 700,000 
tons will be realized by 1993, since declining world prices and the 
Shortage of credit are discouraging new plantings. But with the new 
trees already planted, production will continue to increase at least 
through 1985, when a leveling off is anticipated. A more realistic goal 
appears to be for production to increase to between 400,000 to 500,000 
tons when the new plantings reach maturity later in this decade. 


Brazil's cocoa processing industry continues to expand with the open- 
ing of several new plants in Bahia. The Joanes Industrial S/A plant at 
Ilheus opened in June 1979 with the capacity to process 30,000 tons of 
beans annually. However, this facility is being expanded to process 
60,000 tons by the end of 1982. The Itaisa (Copercacau) plant at I]heus 
has just been completed and will have an initial startup capacity of 
20,000 tons, eventually increasing to 30,000 tons. Trial runs are 
anticipated with the beginning of the 1981 temporao crop. The Cargill 
Corporation's Ilheus plant began operation in June 1980 with a capacity 
of 30,000 tons and the Nestle Itabuna factory opened in late 1980 with a 
processing capacity of 18,000 tons.

Malaysian interest in expanding cocoa production continues to be 
strong, despite declining world prices. Output for 1980/81 is forecast 
to reach a record 40,000 tons, an 18 percent gain over a year earlier. 
Revised data indicate the area under cocoa cultivation reached 89,000 
hectares in 1980, a 20 percent increase over 1979. This increase assures 
continued expansion in production in the coming years. 


Government land development schemes are actively promoting cocoa 
planting projects. The Federal Land Development Authority plans to plant 
about 7,000 hectares of cocoa per year and to build a cocoa processing 
factory, and the Perak State Economic Development Corporation has allowed 
for 1,860 hectares of new plantings in its agricultural program for the 
Fourth Malaysia Plan (1981-85). Interest in the private sector in ex- 
panding cocoa output also remains strong, especially in developing areas 
where there is intercropping of cocoa and coconut trees. 


MAJOR CONSUMERS 


U.S. cocoa bean grindings in the fourth quarter of 1980 increased by 
14.6 percent over the corresponding period a year earlier to 42,368 
tons. Total 1980 grind was 141,560 tons, nearly 12 percent below 1979 
grindings of 160,302 tons. The increase in the fourth quarter grind was 
attributed in part to manufacturers using more beans rather than import- 
ing cocoa products because of the recent increase in the price ratios for 
chocolate liquor and cocoa butter. Cocoa bean prices are near 5 year 
lows, while prices for cocoa butter and chocolate liquor have not de- 
clined as rapidly. 


Because of the current weak demand and depressed prices for cocoa 
powder and cake, manufacturers claim they must maintain relatively high 
price levels for cocoa butter in order to make a profit on their process- 
ing operations. 


U.K. 1980 fourth quarter grindings showed a significant increase over 
year earlier levels, rising by nearly 24 percent to 18,200 tons. Grind- 
ings for the year totaled 65,300 tons, compared with 60,600 tons in 1979. 


Imports of cocoa beans in 1980 also were higher at 87,841 tons, which 
was 21 percent greater than 1979 imports of 72,126 tons. U.K. imports of 
cocoa beans and select cocoa products by country of origin for 1980 are 
Shown in the following table.

Both West German and Dutch fourth quarter 1980 grind levels were 
higher, as were totals for the year. West Germany's 1980 grind amounted 
to 151,217 tons, compared with 142,254 tons a year earlier. The Nether- 
lands' grind rose to a record 132,620 tons, 4 percent greater than 1979 
grindings of 127,460 tons.
